FIFTY FOURTH CONGRESS FOR­ 
MALLY OPENED. 


of 
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Speaker Reed and the Rest of the Nom­ 
inees of the Republican Caucus 
Chosen as Officers of the House— 
The Message From the President to 
Comes Today. 
Washington, Dec. 3.—Congress is 
again in session. 
At noon yester­ 
day the senate and house were called 
to order in their respective chambers 
amid the usual scenes of animation and 
excitement. The greatest interest, of 
course, centered in the house, where so 
many old and familiar members are 
replaced by new men, and in the or­ 
ganization of the popular branch. Mr. 
Reed was elected speaker. He received 
234 votes of the total of 336. Mr. Crisp 
had 95 votes, Bell 6 and Culberson I. 
The other republican nominees were 
elected as follows: 
Clerk—Alexander McDowell,,of Penn­ 
sylvania. 
Sergeant-at-arms—Benjamin F. Rus­ 
sell, of Missouri. 
Doorkeeper—William 
Glenn, 
New York. 
Postmaster—Joseph C. McElroy, 
Ohio. 
Chaplain—Rev. H. N. Conden, 
Michigan. 
By IO o’clock the marble corridors of 
the house were thronged with sight­ 
seers and place-hunters, and before ll 
o'clock the galleries, public and private, 
were packed to the doors. From the 
galleries the visitors looked dow,p upon 
an animated and confused scene on the 
floor. New members, old members, ex­ 
members and place-seekers chatted in 
groups and filled the hall with a roar 
of voices. On the speaker’s desk were 
great bunches of American beauty 
roses tied with streamers of red, white 
and blue, and other floral pieces. 
Flowers were conspicuous on the desks 
of various members. 
At 11:45 the house was cleared, and 
those who had not the privilege of the 
floor reluctantly retired and sought at 
the thronged doors of the galleries an 
opportunity to get a glimpse of the 
proceedings below. Under the direc­ 
tion of Clerk Kerr the roll of members 
elect to the 
fifty-fourth house 
was 
called. He announced that 341 of the 
356 members of the house were present, 
and also that no credentials had been 
received from the tenth New York and 
the first Nevada districts. 
Mr. Kerr 
then called for nominations for speaker. 
No nominating speeches were made. 
Mr. Grosvenor (rep.), of Ohio, chairman 
of the republican caucus, placed in 
nomination Thomas B. Reed, of Maine; 
Mr. Sayers (dem.), of Texas, the name 
of Charles F. Crisp, of Georgia, and Mr. 
Kern (pop.), of Nebraska, John C. Bell, 
of Colorado. 
The names of both Mr. Reed and Mr. 
Crisp were vigorously applauded by 
their respective party associates. All 
the Republicans voted for Mr. Reed, 
with one exception, the Democrats for 
Mr. Crisp and the Populists for Mr. 
Bell. Mr. Crain (Dem.) of Texas voted 
for his colleague, Mr. Culberson, 
of 
Texas. The result of the vote was: 
Reed, 234;^ Crisp, 95; Bell, 6; Cul­ 
berson, I. 
Mr. Kerr’s announcement of Mr. 
Reed’s election was greeted with a 
thunder of applause. 
Messrs. Crisp, 
Grosvenor and Bell were appointed a 
committee to conduct the speaker to 
the chair, and soon appeared at the 
main entrance, Mr. Reed leaning on 
the arm of Ex-Senator Crisp and 
Messrs. Grosvenor and Bell arm in 
arm. As they moved down the center 
aisle the house rose en masse. A roar 
of applause 
followed, 
the 
galleries 
joining with great enthusiasm in the 
demonstration. 
As Mr. Reed ascended the rostrum the 
roar swelled until it was deafening. Mr. 
Harmer (rep.), of Pennsylvania, the 
oldest member in continuous service 
present, came forward 
and adminis 
tered the oath of office to the speaker. 
The latter then turned to the house. 
Looking into the sea of upturned faces, 
he delivered his inaugural. Slowly and 
distinctly the words fell from his lips 
At many places bis very brief speech 
was punctuated with applause. At the 
conclusion of his speech the members 
came forward in squads as their names 
were called and with uplifted arms 
swore to support and defend the con­ 
stitution. 
The 
customary 
resolutions 
were 
adopted notifying the president and the 
senate of the election of Mr. Reed and 
Mr. McDowell as speaker and clerk re 
spectively, and on motion of Mr. Payne 
(rep.) of New York, a committee con 
slating of Messrs. Payne, Cannon (rep. 
of Illinois, and Crisp (dem.) of Georgia 
was appointed by the speaker to join 
a similar committee from the senate 
to notify the president that the house 
had organized and was ready to receive 
any communication he had to make. 
The drawing for seats then took place. 
As soon as the drawing was completed 
the house, on motion of Mr. Payne of 
New York, adjourned until today.

to reprisals at the hands of congress, 
for it has been contended all along that 
the privilege enjoyed by Canadian rail­ 
roads of carrying goods in 
bonds 
through the United States was more 
than a sufficient offset to the favors 
extended to American fishermen by 
Canada. 
The action of the Canadian govern­ 
ment just taken has not yet been offi­ 
cially reported to the state department, 
but it is regarded here aa an indica­ 
tion of Canada's purpose to emphasize 
the necessity for renewal of negotia­ 
tions looking to a new fisheries treaty.

Silver Conference a Disappointment. 
Washington, Dec. 3.—The silver con­ 
ference called for yesterday was a 
disappointment to its projectors. The 
only senators who attended were Allen, 
Kyle, Peffer and Stewart, populists; 
Tillman, democrat, and Prichard, Man­ 
tle and Teller, republicans. 
The last 
named gentlemen were only there a 
few moments and took no part in the 
"proceedings. 
The small attendance 
shooed those present that nothing 
could be done at this meeting. Senator 
Peffer was of the opinion that party 
ties were too strong to hope to organ­ 
ize a silver party in the senate, while 
Senator Allen said he hoped something 
might come from this preliminary 
meeting. 


Republican Senators Caucus. 
Washington, Dec. 3.—The republican 
senators were in caucus for half an hour 
after the senate adjourned yesterday, 
but adjourned until Wednesday with­ 
out taking any action on the reorgani­ 
zation of the senate. The prevailing 
sentiment favored republican organiza­ 
tion, and some strong speeches were 
made, notably by Mr. Davis of Minne­ 
sota and Aldrich of Rhode Island, urg- 
ng there should be no combination or 
compromise with any element outside 
the republican ranks. This appeared 
to voice the general view of senators 
and no opposition speeches were made.

London, Dee- 3.—The Times prints 
a dispatch from Berlin which reports 
that the Frankfurter Zeitung’s Con­ 
stantinople correspondent says that, in 
response to the Sultan’s personal ap­ 
peal, the Czar has waived 
Russia’s 
claims for the passage of a second 
guard ship through the Dardanelles. 
The Standard’s Vienna correspondent 
telegraphs that he learns from a trust­ 
worthy source in Constantinople that 
the Sultan is in hourly fear of depo­ 
sition. His courtiers warn him that the 
powers have decided upon this action, 
and that they want the second guard 
ship admitted to the Dardanelles in or­ 
der to provide the necessary force to 
carry it out. 
The Berlin correspondent of the Daily 
News says that the German ironclad 
Hagen has been ordered to Turkish 
waters. 
The Chronicle says the British Consul 
at Moush reports to the foreign office 
that the relief work at Sassoun is at a 
standstill, and that the country is in 
so disturbed a condition that caravans 
are not able to leave Moush for Sas­ 
soun.

Dwight, a missionary of the American 
board at Constantinople, yesterday ca­ 
bled from Philippopolis, Turkey, to the 
Christion Herald, New York: “Remit 
funds telegraphically. 
Karpoot mis­ 
sionaries telegraph that starvation Is 
imminent. 
DWIGHT.” 
The Christian Herald says that this 
message from Dr. Dwight has a peculiar 
significance, as it discloses the fact that 
the missionaries at Karpoot (whose 
mission buildings were 
totally 
de­ 
stroyed during the recent massacre 
there) are themselves suffering the 
pangs of hunger and cold, probably as 
severely as are the Armenians.

Christian Herald will forward to the 
missionaries by cable, free of expense, 
all sums contributed for the relief of 
the sufferers in Armenia.

Single Taxers Stand Aloof. 
New York, Dec. 3.—Responses re­ 
ceived from leading advocates of the 
9ingle-tax theory throughout the coun­ 
try to the invitation to participate in 
the conference of so-called reform forces 
in Chicago in March, 1896, are generally 
unfavorable to the proposition. It has 
been decided to reply formally to the 
invitation in part as follows: “We do 
not all agree on the money question, 
but we all regard that issue as a sec­ 
ondary matter, and we advise all single­ 
taxers to devote their energies toward 
forcing to the front the land question, 
leaving those to advocate other reforms 
who do not believe that free land is 
the fundamental reform.”

Indiana Legislative Act to Be Passed On 
by Supreme Court. 
Evanston, Ind., Dec. 3.—The fee and 
salary law passed by the last legisla­ 
ture is to be tested by Louis H. Legler, 
auditor of Vanderburg county. Yester­ 
day M. Legler brought before the coun­ 
ty commissioners his bill for services 
for 
the 
September-December term, 
amounting to $2,161.95. The bill was 
constructed upon the law of 1879. Dur­ 
ing the quarter he collected in fees 
$141.10, which, according to the new 
law, constitutes his whole salary for 
the three months. The commissioners 
rejected the bill upon the grounds that 
he is entitled only to his fees. Should 
they amount to less than the salary 
provided by law, $6,500, Mr. Legler will 
enter suit against the commissioners 
for his itemized salary and the case 
will go to the supreme court. The ac­ 
tion is the result of a concerted move­ 
ment among the auditors and treas­ 
urers over the state, and Legler will 
stand for the test case. 


Attempt on the Life of the Clar. 
London, Dec. 3.—The Central News 
correspondent in Vienna says a report 
is In circulation there a projectile was 
thrown at the Czar in St. Petersburg 
yesterday. 
The missile, 
it is said, 
grazed his Majesty’s cloak and fell 
harmlessly to the ground. No one was 
injured. The report says fourteen ar­ 
rests have been made in connection 
with the affair. 
Confirmation of the 
rumor is lacking. 


Hudson River Tunnel Project* 
New York, Dec. 3.—It is said on good 
authority that the Hudson River Tun­ 
nel Company has been reorganized and 
that the work of tunneling under the 
North River from Fourteenth street in 
Jersey City to Morton street will be re­ 
sumed in a few months. It is calcu­ 
lated that only $1,000,000 is required to 
complete the tunnel, and $1,500,000 ad­ 
ditional to erect the approaches on 
each side of the river. 
The plan of 
reorganization, it is said, is to have the 
bondholders, most of whom are in Eng­ 
land, surrender 50 per cent of their 
holdings, pay an assessment of 30 per 
cent, and receive new prior lien bonds 
at par in the new company. 


Campos Confident of Success. 
Havana, Dec. 3.—General Martinez 
Campos telegraphs from Santa Clara 
that he has more confidence than ever 
at this time that he will be able to re­ 
establish peace. 
“The more so,” he 
continues, “if I am able to prevent 
Maximo Gomez from entering the prov­ 
ince of Matanzas.” 
General Campos 
doubts that Gomez will attempt to en­ 
ter Matanzas, as he has made no per­ 
ceptible move from where he is, and, 
therefore, General 
Campos feels as­ 
sured that with 
the 
reinforcements 
which he is expecting he is :mre tc 
crush the rebellion in Santa Clara and 
thus insure the safety of 
the sugar 
crop. Peace, he believes, will soon fol­ 
low. 


Voluntarily Raised Maxes, 
Fort Dodge, Iowa, Dec. 3.—The Pleas­ 
ant Valley and Collins Coal companies 
at Coalville, six miles south of this 
city, raised the wages of their employes 
from 50 cents to 60 cents a ton. The 
raise was unexpected and unasked by 
the miners, but the coal business has 
improved so much of late that the pro­ 
prietors of the mine think it but justice 
to their men.

B ot A m ong Early Tom ato**. 
In sections of the country where 
early tomatoes are grown as valuable 
crops the chief trouble is the rot, and 
very frequently serious 
loss lo occa­ 
sioned. 
From my own 
experience 
I have 
Irnnd that tomato plants set out in new 
soil where a tomato crop was never 
before raised are rarely, if ever, at­ 
tacked by this disease. Sometimes ii 
the tomato plants are obtained from 
growers where the rot is prevalent the 
crop on the new land is injured. The 
early tomatoes begin lo rot on one side 
Just before ripening, and this spoils 
their sale. 
One season will be sufficient to in­ 
fect the soil, and the second crop will 
be entirely spoiled. The only safe way 
Is not to plant the crop twice in suc­ 
cession on the same field. It is even 
better to let two seasons pass before 
planting again on the old patch. On 
light soils the rot is more prevalent 
and stays longer than upon heavy clay 
lands. The latter seems to be less af­ 
fected by the rot anyway. 
It is very discouraging to amateurs 
or beginners to have the early crop of 
tomatoes ruined, for this is the most 
profitable. A great many have become 
discouraged in the undertaking. Reme­ 
dies for the rot have been recommend­ 
ed to them, and I have seen neighbors 
use various mixtures without avail. A 
very similar experience has been en­ 
countered with the potato rot. The only 
simple and absolutely sure system is to 
select a new field far from the old ane 
for the next crop of potatoes, and then 
after two or three seasons the old field 
may be planted again. 
The germs of 
the rot seem to live in the soil through­ 
out the severest winter, 
but after a 
year or two they 
die out, 
probably 
through the lack of sufficient nourish­ 
ment. If we can starve the germs in 
this way it should be done systemati­ 
cally on every farm. It does not fol­ 
low that the land must remain idle. 
The germs of the rot that will attack 
the tomatoes and potatoes will have no 
effect at all upon the corn and wheat 
plants. Nearly .all of our other vege­ 
tables can be planted on the tomato 
field where the rot has 
despoiled a 
crop. 
The question of how long it takes to 
efface the signs of infection has not 
yet been decided. I have seen it attack 
an early crop after two years of rest, 
and it may be that three years will not 
entirely suffice. 
In purchasing plants 
one cannot be too particular about in­ 
quiring into the nature of the ground 
they *Were raised in. 
A great many 
times the crop is ruined because the 
plants were raised in the same soil that 
tomatoes had been cultivated in for 
half a dozen seasons. 
If the rot is a 
nuisance, try raising your own plants. 
Select new ground, and start them 
there, and fill the forcing box with soil 
obtained far from the old tomato patch. 
Little trouble will then be experienced 
from the tomato rot.—James Cunning­ 
ham, iu American Cultivator.

WELL KMOWN PIONEER SET­ 
TLER IS CALLED HOME. 


His Wife Died From the Same Cause 
Just Three Months Ago—Funeral 
of John C. Metcalf Held From Trin­ 
ity Church This 
Afternoon aud 
Largely Attended. 
Tracy Montgomery, an old resident 
of Rook county, and well and favora­ 
bly known, died at bis home in the 
town of Porter, Monday, as the result 
of a stroke of paralysis received Sat­ 
urday, aged 77 years. Mr. Montgom­ 
ery was the oldest Mason in the Ev­ 
ansville lodge and will be buried by 
that lodge tomorrow. 
Just three months ago his wife died 
of the same affliction. 
Mr. Montgomery was born March 
12, 1818, in Genesee county, N. Y., 
and was the eldest of eleven children. 
His parents came to Wisconsin in 
1844, Mr. Montgomery accompanying

Montgomery, they being Franln A., 
Mrs. J. W. Hendricks and Luther B. 
Montgomery, la politics Mr. Mont­ 
gomery was a republican.
